The death of Second Lieutenant Rid 
ley of th** Royal Flying corp*, In the 
Libyan <11*1 riot, at the age of nineteen, 
xvas announced in London nome time 
ago. 
It I* noxv known that Ridley 
shot himself a* an net of self hsorlflce, 
in the tiope of saving a subordinate. 
Ridley was smit on June 14 from an 
oasis In the desert as escort to an­ 
other pilot, xxii** took with him a me­ 
chanic. 
They were to fly to an ad- 
vanepd landing ground, to which sup­ 
plies had been sent. to do reconnols- 
sance work the following morning.
